The Facts in the Case of the 
Sensational Affair at the 
Sprague Mansion. 


Complaint is made by the Indianapolis 
Journal against the present basis of repre­ 
sentation in the National Republican Con­ 
vention, tor tho reason, as given by the 
Journal, that it is not fair in its operation.

The Gazette some­ 
time ago gave a review ot the condition of 
business in England, aud especially the 
condition of the mechanics in tho chief 
manufacturing cities of tho country, and 
showed how much the manufacturing in­ 
terests of the island were being depressed 
by American competition. In that article 
we gave some account of the vast decile© 
oi the carpet interest and cutlery business, 
and prtseu'ed official figures to show to 
what extent Americans were exporting 
these articles to England. Since taco, the 
condition ut things has grown 
worse. 
Times are more severe now than ever be­ 
fore. There is no longer aa old-time de­ 
mand in the markets of the world for Brit- 
ish cutlery, and consequently the thousands 
of 
mechanics 
in 
Sneffijld 
are 
compelled 
to 
quit 
the 
place 
and seek support elsewhere. 
In one vos 
sci came one hundred and thirty, and 
they were encouraged to settle in Bridge­ 
port where the cutlery business Is quite 
extensive and prosperous. They could no 
longer endure bunger 
and idleness in 
^Sheffield, and to protect their own ex­ 
istence were forced to seek work In this 
country. In England the most industrious 
and skill till ot the cutlers could not earn 
more than from $9 to $14 per week, and 
hundreds and even thousands were work-

youngest a girl of 5, and has not sinco 
lived with her husband for more than one 
or two mouths at a time. 
On her return from Europe she went to 
Washington to reside, and for the last two 
years has occupied the old Chase home­ 
stead, kuowu as Edgewood, two miles 
no. .ti of Washington, lier relations with 
her husband have been friendly, but she 
has declined to live with him unless he 
would chauge his habit! of lite. He is at­ 
tached to his children, and has each year 
spent 
some time 
With his family at 
Washington, while Mrs Sprague has spent 
the summer months at their former home, 
called Canonchet, a short distance from 
this place, and near Narragansett Pier. 
She came here a month or so ago, w ith 
her children, a9 usual. 
Governor {Sprague was in Maine attend - 
lag to busine: s the greater portion of the 
week, and during his absence Mrs. Sprague 
received several guests, who came by her 
invitation. 
These were Mr. Martin, cl 
Alba iy, an Invalid, with his wife and 
daughter, and another lady who accom­ 
panied them. 
Senator Conkling arrived at Providence 
a week ago Saturday, end spent some time 
with Senator Anthony at his residence 
here. lie u one of the counsel engaged in 
settling the allairs of the Sprague Manu­ 
facturing Company, and attended several 
consultations with other intercjted persons 
while in this city. On Wednesday he went 
to Narragansett Pier, and arrived at the 
Sprague residence late in the afternoon. 
Afterdinner Mrs.Spiague sent to the hotel 
for his baggage, and he decided to remain 
her gucot over Sunday when he would 
return to New York. 
AU gossip to the effect that Senator 
Conkling’s intimacy with Mrs. Sprague 
had alienated aer from her husband is false, 
and I am told by friends here that the 
families 
had 
exchanged 
visits 
for 
several 
years, 
and 
that 
Mrs. Conkliog and Mrs. Sprague are in 
correspondence, and that Senator Conkling 
and Mr. Sprague were always, until this 
affair, as iulimate as men of such opposite 
tastes aud dispositions could be. 
Sprague engaged Conkling as attorney 
in set'ling his affairs, and I am told that 
Conkling has performed a great deal of 
legal labor in that connection without com­ 
pensation, as a friendly act. He has many 
times, their mutual friends say, endeavored 
to persuade Sprague to recover himself, 
and break off drinking, and at different 
times has been of great service in collect 
mg money for the Sprague estate which 
otherwise would not have been collected. 
Mischievous people have several times put 
into Sprague’s hands newspaper gossip 
about Conkling’s relations with his wife, 
but he indignantly repudiated all sugges­ 
tions of impropriety. 
Senator Conkling expected to have a 
business consultation with Sprague upon 
the latter’* return from Maine last week. 
Sprague arrived late Thursday night, and 
retired without notifying any member of 
the family of his return.

Going Feven or eight miles up the Ya- 
hoola River, a Jam was built where the 
stream rushes through a picturesque gorge, 
whence a ditch six feet wide ami six feet 
deep was led along tho side hill, in and 
oat of all the curves, sometimes through a 
short tunnel, theu across an aqueduct, bere 
and there, wherever its level led it, at a 
grade of four and a half feet to the mile, 
twenty miles down to the mines. 
This is 
the main big ditch 
it has two or throe 
large branches, and there are other lesser 
ditches throughout the region supplying 
seperate Isolated mines, but none have so 
elevated a Read or carry so great a volume 
of water as this, and i* is the bott type of 
them all. 
When first constructed, there 
Were many flumes and treaties along its 
line. Some of tho trestles were over a 
hundred feet high, of great length, and a 
constant expense to keep in repair. 
At 
one spot an attempt was made to cross the 
bed of the Yahoola where the hight of the 
trestle would be 250 feet, and its length 
nearly half a mile. 
By a lavish expendi­ 
ture of mercy the structure was carried to 
the hight of 150 feet when It was found 
that the lower timbers had already rotted 
out. The scheme was therefore abandoned 
and the vast erection demolished, cutting 
a loss of almost $21*0,000. 
Engineers say 
that. with all the appliances and force 
which cou d be (brought to bear there, It 
would be impossible to build a high trestle 
as fast as it would decay at the founda­ 
tions. 
In place of this, iron pipes were substi­ 
tuted, aud an inverted siphon made. 
The 
decent from tho top of the hill is au angle 
of 45 degrees, and is 215 feet in length ; the 
pipes then cross the bed of the stream upon 
wooden supports a distance of 107 feet and 
ascend tho opposite bauk 209 feet. 
The 
pipes ere made ot boiler plating, and are 
thirty-six inches 
in 
inside 
diameter. 
Through them the water rushes with a 
pressue of nearly IOO pounds to the square 
inch at the bottom, and that is sufficient to 
overcome the friction and lift the coluuiu 
of water on the other side to within six feet 
(and perhaps nearer) of the level ot the 
starting-point. It was found uot long ago 
that some men had been accustomed tor a 
longtime to shoot tnrough these pipes 
sticks of cord-wood, cutting them on the 
mountain oposite their borne. Finally 
they got to running whole logs through ; 
but one was too long, and got stuck, which 
led lo tbe detection of this labor-saviog 
fraud. 
At 
other points 
subterranean 
wooden tubes of equal caliber, similarly 
arranged, conduct the stream across the 
valleys. Oneof these tubes 19 150 feet in 
length. 
Having got this tremendous “head” of 
water at their disposal by the completn n 
of the ditch, stamp miils were built far 
below in the valleys, at points buffable to 
the best diggings, and they were ready to 
begin operations upon the new system. 
The cutting having been opened at th j 
brow of the hill, a reservoir is constructed, 
in which the water from the ditch is allow­ 
ed to accumulate to the amount ct thous­ 
ands of gallons, whence a side ditch, con­ 
trolled by ll jod-gates. lead to the upper 
edge of the cutting. From 
the mine 
downward a channel is arranged, as pre­ 
cipitous as p >ssible, leading directly to the 
stamp-mill, where a room is open ta its 
entrance. If now a torrent should sudden- 
ly bo poured into Hie cutting, away up 
mere on the edge of the in mutaiu, which 
seems almost to overhang you, it is evident 
that all the loose material would be swept 
out and sent headlong downward to the 
bottom of the hill.

Cincinnati Commercial: Thirty years 
have come and gone, and yet the first and 
greatest case that President Hayes ever 
engaged in transpired in this city. It was 
the case of Nancy Far re r, the female poi­ 
soner. 
ii B. Hayes, then a young lawyer, 
cleared her. The court permitted evidence 
to be introduced lo her behalf that was an 
anomaly in criminal jurisprudence, and the 
precedent then established is likely to be 
followed in the case ot Chastine Cox, now 
under indictment in New Y'ork City for 
the murder of Mrs. Hull. 
Naucy Farrer 
was a peculiar woman. 
Though only a 
serving maid she exhibited a tact or talent 
that Dallied lawyers and juries, despite the 
great crimes she was the center of. In 
August, 1851, she was working as assistant 
nurse in the family of Mrs. Greene. 
An 
Italian woman named Mrs. Barzelli was 
the chief nurse. Mrs. Greene died sudden­ 
ly. October, 1851, lound Nancy ensconced 
in the home cl Mr. Llisha Forrest, dwell 
to do merchant in Fulton. 
The family 
consisted of five persons—Mr. Forrest, 
Cassandra, his wife, and three children. 
•She soon made herself at home and despite 
the ugliness of appearance made friends, 
and tne children became attached to her. 
Mrs. Forrest soon sickened, had spasms, 
and died in violent agony a short time af­ 
ter Nancy had entered the family. 
In a 
lew days the youngest son was attacked 
with symptoms similar to the ones that 
carried oil his mother, and on Che last day 
ol November James Wesley Forrest, an­ 
other son, was 
similarly 
attacked and 
speedily died, despite all the medical aid 
that could be brought to his 
assistance. 
Mr Forrest and hts only remaining child 
remained and they too were attacked. Yet 
they recovered. Such astonishing mortal­ 
ity in a single family, who are in apparent 
good health when attacked was the com 
meat ut neighbors and unaccountable even 
to the physicians. 
Mr. Forrest on his re­ 
covery had reasons to be extremely sus­ 
picious. lie believed that he and his Urn* 
liy Lad been poisoned, but who had done 
it? No one but Nancy, and In her his 
suspicions centered uotll the most damning 
proofs of he guilt were established. 
On a pair of back stairs leading to her 
quarters he found one day a piece of 
brown paper on which was a table marked 
“Dr. Salter, druggist. Arsenic. 'Polson.” 
The paper and label wcTe shown lo the 
doctor, who then was keeping a drugstore 
at No. CI Broadway. 
“Oh, yes,” be said, “certainly; I sold 
that arsenic to your girl Nancy to poison 
rats.” 
One step more was needed to weave 
around the head of the serving maid con­ 
clusive evidence of her gilt. That was to 
hold post mortem examinations on the 
stomachs of the victims. This wa9 done, 
and in ail of them great quantities ol 
arsenic were found.

From tho Evening Wisconsin of May 20. 
Our reporter had a very pleasant inter­ 
view last even with a gentleman by the 
name of George Anderson, better known 
as the Pale Fa**e 3Iedicine Man ‘‘Sequoah.” 
Ile resides at present in Detroit, Mien., and 
has truly a rem arkable history. 
His parents in 1842, in order to b etttr 
their condition, with thirty other fam ilies 
emigrated from the city of Philadelphia to 
the tar west, and v bile crossing the plains 
known as “Llano Estacado, they 
were 
ovcrlakt n by a band of Bioux 
Indians, 
known as the O gallala Bioux, and all cru­ 
elly massacred, with the exception of three 
men, one little girl, then four years of age, 
and Mrs. Anderson, the gentleman’s m oth­ 
er. They were made prisoners aud brought 
to the camp of the Bioux. 
The men were 
tortured by sticking burning faggots into 
their bodies, aud after the most excruciat­ 
ing pains died at the stake; the same fate 
being intended for Mrs. Anderson and the 
idle girl. 
Tho medicine man of the tribe 
old Sequoah, taking a peculiar likm g to 
two, intervened and saved their lives. 
Mrs. Anderson was made the drudge of 
the camp, being made to nurse those that 
were ill or wounded and to carry wood, 
light their fires, etc, etc. 
Four months 
atter the capture of the lady she gave 
birth to a child, a boy, and the three were 
carried Irom place to place as prisoners. 
They were twice exchanged aud given over 
to other tribes, aud were present at the 
terrible Mountain Meadow Massicae, in 
September, 1857, where nearly two hun­ 
dred men, women aud children were slain 
ny the indians an I Mormons, under the 
leadership of John I). Lee, who recently 
expiated his crim e vvitn his life. 
At that lime Anderson, or “Sequoah the 
Pale Face.” was a boy, fifteen years ut age, 
while the girl was nineteen, lie was per­ 
sonally Acquainted with General George A. 
Custer, the hero and m artyr of the Indian 
campaign «d 1S70 ; al o is acquainted with 
all the noted duets of different tribes, such 
as Dove Rig Mouth, who was shot by Spot- 
d E ye; Big Mouth, who was shot by 
Spotted Tail at the Yellowstone reserva­ 
tion; Standing Eik; Turkey Leg, who com­ 
mitted the massacres at Plum Creek, on 
the Union Pacific, in 1807: Red Nose; Man 
Al raid of His Horse; W alk Under the 
Ground; Gray Eagle, whose tribe comm it­ 
ted those massacres iu Minnesota in 1807; 
Red Cloud, who is stationed near Fort 
Saunders, 
above 
Cheyenne, on Lodge 
Pole Creek; this is the chief who openly 
declared during a treaty of peace at F ort 
Saunters that he would fight the white 
man as long as their was one in existence 
or blood ran in his veins. 
S.quoah also 
says when General K am ey was sent to the 
far west wi’b troops to protect emigrants, 
lie attack j J a Village on Box Elder canyon 
creek, Rig Mouth being then chief of the 
tribe. 
During the fight General liarney 
parsed the rem ark ; “Kill them all, kill the 
tquaws; they bear pappooses and those 
jappouses will grow up to be chiefs and 
braves; exterm inate them .” 
When In 1801 Anderson, his m other and 
the girl were traded off to the Commanches 
;n the Indian territory for tour ponies, 
two rdlcs and some snot and powder, 
he Was as wild as any untamed ravage. 
aud when our reporter interviewed him, 
he gave some very interesting incidents lu 
connection with his almost tkirty-fouryears 
life among the savages. 
Iu appearance, Mr. Anderson is five feet 
eight Inches tall, erect and wiry, light 
blonde mustache, aud goatee, light blonde 
hair, wayy and long, light complexion 
aud bright, keen, blue eyes. 
Ile says the 
Mountain Meadow massacre was undoubt­ 
edly planned by Rrigham Young. 
He 
remembers visiting Salt Lake with the In ­ 
dians and that the Mormon leader paid 
the savages tor the scalps ot men, women 
aud children, thus offering them an incen­ 
tive to m urder those not ol the Mormon 
faith. 
In 1802, after the opening ot the 
rebellion, he enlisted in “ Thcrry’s eighth 
regimen!,” better known as the “ Texas 
Rangers.” 
At the close of the war he 
received a position 
under the United 
States government 
as 
guide, 
scout, 
aud 
interpreter, 
his 
territory 
extending from Rrownsvllie, T exas, to 
Chihuahua and .New Mexico. In 1870 he 
was commissioned, or at least had charge 
of 300 Indians, representing 53 tribes, at 
the Centennial Exhibition, ami we see that 
he is fully corroborated in his statement by 
“Magee’s Official Guide,” of the city of 
Philadelphia and the Centennial exhibition 
oil page 173, where it contains a full 
description of the ladiaii encampment, 
and ot the life ct Air, Anderson. 
Anderson was adopted by the “medicine 
man” of Iku tribe and inducted lulu the 
mysteries of the treatm ent ot Unease by 
the Indian method, end became a noted 
“medicine m in ” being called by them S - 
quoab, tho pale lace medicine man. 
His 
mother taught him English, German, Low 
Dutch, French aud Holland daring their 
captive lite. and he is turning his knowl­ 
edge into account since his introduction 
into civilized lite. 
He h°3 the reputation 
of possess!ug great skill in the* treat­ 
ment o', disease* in the neighborhood aud 
c ty of Detroit, where he h? J m arried a 
wife, purchased a house, where his wile 
aud m other reside. 
Ile* is a p *rfect master 
of eight different Indian dialects and the 
languages named above, aud Is a man oi 
more than ordinary intelligence. 
Ile is 
devoting a portion of his time to study, 
with the design of publishing a narrative 
of his life among the savages und a work 
on Indian medical knowledge aud treat­ 
ment or disease. 
He is now 
traveling, as lie 
calls it, 
“through the states” partly to see civilized 
life and to administer to Hie wauls ot those 
alii.cteal with disease, and his medicines, so 
far as we can ascertain, gives entire satis 
taction to those* using the same here in 
Milwaukee, wTherc he has been for the* past 
month. 
Ile is now stopping at the Pem ber H ouse, 
J&nesvibe. Ladies private entrance.
